George Curtin, 42-year-old bar- 
tender and former convict, was 
killed by a speeding automobile at 


Broadway and Clark avenue at 1:45 
a. m. today. The driver did not 
stop. 

Police picked up a headlight rim 
and the rim and reflector of a cowl 
light, which were knocked off the 
car by the impact. 

Curtin had alighted from an auto- 
mobile in which he had been riding 
with Ben Berthold, 3316 Salena 
street, and Paul Callahan, 3809 Utah 
place, and had started toward the 
west curb. An automobile, south- 
bound at an estimated speed of 50 
miles an kour, struck him and sped 


on. Berthold ard Callahan were 
unable to describe accurately the 
machine that struck Curtin. Cur- 


tin was unmarried and resided at 
1715A Michigan avenue. 

In February, 1932, Curtin was 
found guilty of manslaughter and 


in prison for killing Glenn Nagel, 
26-year-old shoeworker, in a fight in 
a beer flat. He entered the peni- 
tentiary the following April and 
was released on a conditional com- 
mutation of sentence last Novem- 
ber. 

On March 22, 1925, he shot and 
killed Thomas J. Sullivan, 28 years 
old, a waiter and associate” of 
Cuckoo gangsters. Curtin was freed 
at the inquest on his testimony that 
Sullivan came to his saloon at 
Third and Lombard streets and 
made a motion as if to draw a wea- 
pon. Two years earlier Curtin shot 
a Mexican in the back at the Third 
and Lombard street saloon. Curtin 
told police the shot was fired ac- 
cidentally when he hit a companion 
of the Mexican with an automatic 
pistol.

SETS UP MUNITIONS 


Pope for Saying in Lon- 
don That U. S. Will Be 


Drawn Into War. 


By the Associated Presa. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 24. — The 
Senate, after a brief debate today, 
accepted and sent to the White 
House the compromise resolution 
known as the neutrality bill. 
Final action came on a motion to 
concur in House amendments to 


the original Senate resolution. The 
vote was 77 to 2, only Senators 
Bankhead of Alabama and Gerry 
of Rhode Island. both Democrats, 
voting against the resolution. 

The compromise, among other 
things, places a mandatory em- 
bargo on arms and munitions ship- 
ments to belligerents, effective only 
for six months, or until Feb. 29, 
1936. 

The resolution also sets up a 
Munitions Board to license arms 
exports, authorizes the President to 
warn American travelers that they 
sail on ships of belligerent nations 
at their own risk, and gives the 
President power to forbid American 
ships to carry arms to any bellig- 
erent nation. It also gives the Pres- 
ident power to keep the submarines 
of warring nations out of Ameri- 
can ports. 


Criticises Senator Abroad. 


Senator Robinson, the Democrat- 
ic leader, took the floor immediate- 
ly after the passage of the meas- 
ure to reply to an interview in En- 
giand in which Senator Pope 
(Dem.), Idaho, was quoted as pre- 
dicting America would become in- 
volved in a European war. 

Deploring the prediction, he read 
a cablegram from Pope explaining 
it was not intended as an official 
statement. but merely represented 
his personal views. 

The London interview quoted 
Pope as saying, “We are not in- 
volved in the present crisis, and we 
do not intend to be. However, it 
would be out of the question for the 
United States to do anything to ren- 
der the general application of sanc- 
tions against Italy ineffective.” 

The United States, he said, was 
quoted as saying, is “too involved in 
trade and other interests of a world- 
wide nature” to keep out of a ma- 
jor conflict. 

“We want no war,” Robinson 
shouted. “If any European nation 
is proceeding on the theory that 
this Government or its resources, 
either of man power or wealth, will 
contribute to the adjustment of 
European controversies other than 
by peaceful suggestions for action, 
they are being misled.” 

Robinson spoke during discussion 
of a resolution proposed by La Fol- 
lette (Prog.), Wisconsin, to make it 
clear that the Senate had author- 
ized no one to represent it abroad. 
The Senate voted 47 to 26 to send 
the proposal to committee, with lit- 
tle progpect of its being revived.

Senate Committee to Resume 
Its Hearings After Members

WASHINGTON, Aug. 24.—-Sen- 
ate and House conferees reached 
an agreement yesterday on all 
points in the utilities bill, including 
the controversial section calling for 
the abolition of certain holding 
com panies. 

Quick approval of the conference 
report by the Senate and House 
is expected. The bill then Will go 
to the White House for the sig- 
nature of President Roosevelt, who 
urged the compromise. 

The Senate had voted for man- 
datory abolition by 1942 of holding 
companies deemed “unnecessary.” 
The House decided to give the Se- 
curities Commission discretionary 
authority in abolishing them. 

Under the compromise, two hold- 
ing companies could be imposed 
on one “integrated system” of op- 
erating companies serving adjacent 
territories, at the discretion of the 
Securities Commission. 

“Good Bill,” Says Wheeler. 

Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, co-author of the Senate bill, 
said: 

“If any one can see a victory in 
this, it is hardly one for the utilities 
people. No measure has ever gone 
so far toward regulating holding 


companies and eliminating them 
when they are unnecessary. It is 
a good bill.” 

Power executwes who led the 


long fight against the legislation, 
condemned. the compromise. Philip 
H. Gadsden, chairman of the Com- 
mittee of Public Utility Executives, 
said it was “simply the original 
death sentence in another form.” 
By accepting it, he said, the House 
“struck a blow at the millions of 
Americans who have invegted in 
utility securities.” He attributed 
adoption of the campromise to the 
“Government lobby” and “patron- 
age.” 

Other disputed points settled by 
the compromise agreement provid- 
ed that: 

Holding companies may issue 
bonds secured by a first lien on 
properties owned directly or on 
properties of subsidiaries, with the 
Securities Commission empowered 
to say whether other assets could 
be made the basis for bond issues. 

Affiliates or subsidiaries of hold- 
ing companies which perform ser- 
vices for the operating companies 
must do so at cost. 

An amendment; much urged by 
the utilities interests, was elim- 
inated. This provided that the 

“ powers conferred by the act would 
be invalidated if the jurisdiction of 
a State law or State commission 
were concerned. 

The question of fees paid to ser- 
vice companies, grimly fought from 
the start, was given point by testi- 
mony before the Black lobby in- 
vestigating committee that profits 
from such fees have at times been 
enormous. 

Standards Set Up. 

In general, the conferees said the 
bill was strengthened by the reten- 
tion, wherever found, of standards 
by which the Securities Commission 
should administer the bill. They 
thought that—in view of recent 
Supreme Court decisions—this for- 
tified the measure against consti- 
tutional attack based on the ground 
that powers delegated were not suf- 
ficiently defined. 

Throughout a day-long session, 
the conferees had it back and forth 
between the faction headed by 
Wheeler and Chairman Reyburn 
(Dem.), Texas, of the House con- 
ferees and three outspoken mem- 
bers of the House -roup—Repre- 
sentatives Huddleston (Dem.), Ala- 
bama; Cooper (Rep.), Ohio, and 
Holmes (Rep.), Massachusetts.

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FILIBUSTER THREAT 
OVER COTTON LOAN 
RATE IN SENATE 


Byrnes Gains Promise of 
Consideration Today of 
Proposal for 12 Cents a 
Pound. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 24. — The 
fight between the farm administra- 
tion and Southern Senators over the 
new cotton loan-subsidy plan head- 
ed into a test in the Senate today, 
raising a possible threat to adjourn- 


ment plans. 
Senator Byrne’ (Dem.), South 


Carolina, leading the fight, sought 
to substitute a direct 12-cent loan 
by the Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion for the loan-subsidy arrange- 
ment and threatened a filibuster 
unless he got “a vote on the merits 
of this proposition.” 

Under the new arrangement, an- 
nounced Thursday by the Agricul- 
tural Adjustment Association, cot- 
ton farmers would receive a loan 
of 9 cents a pound on the 1935 crop 
and an additional direct payment 
to increase the farmers’ average re- 
turn to 12 cents. A direct loan of 
12 cents was made on the 1934 crop. 

Move to Amend Deficiency Bill. 

Byrnes was temporarily check- 
mated last night in efforts to at- 
tach an amendment to the third 
deficiency bill, but his threat to 
filibuster won him a promise of 
Senate consideration of his proposal 
today. The third deficiency bill is 
a $100,000,000 measure, containing, 
among other things, funds to start 
the administration’s new social se- 
curity program. 

Farm officials, many of whom 
were present when Byrnes offered 
his amendment, said they were con- 
fident the Senate would reject his 
proposal, They hurried to the cap- 
itol after Senator Smith (Dem.), 
South Carolina, had issued a state- 
ment saying the AAA plan was “not 
a loan at all” and that he believed 
it “ends any further co-operation in 
the form of agreements between 
the cotton growers and the Govern- 
ment.” Smith charged the farm ad- 
ministration had broken a promise 
to continue last year’s 12-cent loan 
if the Bankhead cotton allotment 
act were extended. 

AAA officials made no direct 
acknowledgment of the congression- 
al criticism. Chester C. Davis, farm 
administrator, predicted a billion 
dollar cotton crop and said farmers 
“will instantly appreciate the 1935 
loan-subsidy plan.” 

Point of Order Raised. 

The Senate was considering com- 
mittee amendments to the deficien- 
cy bill when Byrnes gained the floor 
to introduce his amendment. A 
point of order was raised by Hale 
(Rep.), Maine. Byrnes said he had 
a motion to suspend the rules for 
consideration of his amendment. He 
demanded to know whether he 
would have a chance to call for a 
vote on the motion today. If not 
given that assurance, Byrnes said, 
he would “talk all night and have 
considerable assistance.” 

Adams (Dem.), Colorado, in 
charge of the appropriations meas- 
ure, agreed to postpone considera- 
tion of Byrnes’ motion until today. 

Senator Bankhead issued a state- 
ment saying an organized program 
would be begun at once to induce 
growers to hold their cotton for a 
price of 12 cents or better. 

Smith interpreted the loan plan 
to mean that the bulk of the crop 
must be sold before Jan. 1. AAA of- 
ficials, however, insisted they were 
urging farmers to hold the crop for 
orderly marketing at fair prices. 

Sale of Pool Stocks Stopped. 

Commending the plan, Oscar 
Johnston, manager of the Cotton 
Producers’ Pool, announced discon- 
tinuance of sales of pool stocks. The 
pool was reported to be holding 
675,000 bales of spot cotton and 933,- 
000 futures. Sales of spots were be- 
gun on May 8 and spots were re- 
placed with futures. 

In predicting a “billion dollar cot- 
ton crop for 1935” Davis said the 
farm value of cotton, with the loan- 
subsidy in effect, should be more 
than $700,000,000; rental and benefit 
payments under existing contracts 
should total $126,000,000, and the 
farm value of cotton seed should 
be from $150,000,000 to $175,000,000. 
The last time the farm value of the 
cotton crop reached a billion dol- 
lars ‘was in 1929.

Were Someone Who Had 


Studied Filing System, 
Detective Says. 


PERSONS IN LIST 


Foibles, Habits,- Likes, 
Hopes and Fears of Each 
One as Well as Those of 
Forebears Catalogued. 


Dorothy Curry (Mrs. Edward 
Mulligan in private life) could call 
spirits from the vasty deep—no 
doubt of it. The question was 
whether they would come when she 
did call for them. 

Her clientele, a large part of which 
was taken over from her mother, 
the widely known “Madame” 
Curry, seemed to think she could 
and did. From its most fashionable 
to its most ordinary member, from 
debutante to domestic, it believed. 

But Detective Sergeant Joseph 
Mathews, who arrested Mrs. Mulli- 
gan last Wednesday, in a narcotic 
raid on her flat at 3206A South 


Grand boulevard, thought other- 
wise. He was of the opinion that 
her elaborate filing system, seized 
in the raid together with an assem- 
blage of spiritualistic paraphernalia, 
gave away the secret of how some 
professional mediums duped their 
clients. 


“Spirit” Uncannily Accurate. 


The “spirit voices” which emanat- 
ed from an unattached folding meg- 
aphone and told with uncanny ac- 
curacy of the personal affairs of 
Mrs. Mulligan’s clients, more likely 
were the voice of someone who had 
studied the filing system, the detec- 
tive thought. 

In the filing system were 972 
names, most of them of St. Louis- 
ans. There were names of servants 
and socially prominent women, of 
bankers and bank clerks, lawyers 
and physicians and brewers and 
business men and policemen, a Sher- 
iff, a former Alderman, a State Sen- 
ator. 

The foibles, habits, likes, hopes 
and fears of each one as well as 
those of forebears, descendants, col- 
lateral relatives and relatives by 
marriage, were catalogued care- 
fully. 

The information contained in the 
filing cards was gathered, presum- 
ably, in years of_painstaking effomt, 
through small gossip and perusal of 
newspapers and other local publica- 
tions of all sorts. 


Some of Notations. 


A notation on the history of the 
family of a prominent manufacturer 
who killed himself in his office said 
in parenthesis, “See T-——; he 
worked for him 20 years.” (AI- 
though the filing system gave full 
names, only initials or first names 
are given here.) Thus, apparently, 
the compiler hoped to obtain fur- 
ther details about the family from 
T, a man listed elsewhere in the 
card index, who, it appeared, had 
passed the stage of a neophyte and 
was close in the inner circle. 

Typical of the index was a card

$3,050,955 OF STATE FUND 
READY FOR PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


Apportionment of 25 Pct. of Total 
for 1935-36 Year Announced 
by Supt. King. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 24.— 
Apportionment of the first payment 
of $3,050,955 to the: public school 
system of Missouri from State rey- 
enue during the 1935-36 school year 
was announced today by Lloyd W.

This payment represents 25.5 per 
cent of the total apportionment of 
$11,955,850 approved under the 1931 
State school law, or $556,163 more 
than was distributed at the corre- 
sponding time a year ago.

Admit Many Holdups.

CHICAGO, Aug. 24.—Police said 
last night that Helen Herman, 19 
years oid, and Donald Eberle, 30, 


her alleged companion in a three- 
year career of crime, had made 
confessions solving the murder of 
20-year-old Albert Wesosky, during 
the robbery of his father’s meat 
shot at Cleveland April 11. 

Eberle, acquitted here in 1934 
in the killing of his wife, Lorraine, 
on a plea of self defense, also told 
police he had committed many Chi- 
cago robberies.

Her 
father is a South Chicago _ steel 
foreman, officers said. 

Her Story of Robbery. 

She was quoted by detectives as 
relating the story of the Cleveland 
shooting as follows:

MIDDLEMEN'S PROFIT 
INVESTIGATION VOTED 


House Sends to President Ap- 
propriation of $150,000 for 
Trade Board Inquiry. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 24.—The 
House adopted yesterday and sent 
to the President for signature a 
Senate resolution ordering a Fed- 
eral Trade Commission inquiry into 
middiemen’s profits. 

The measure directs the commis- 
sion to find out not only why the 
farmer gets so small a share of 


the consumers’ dollar but whether 
middlemen are making exorbitant 
profits through watered stock, fos- 
tering monoplies, fixing prices, and 
using fraudulent grading and ware- 
housing methods. 

To prevent the legislation return- 
ing to the Senate in the last min- 
ute rush of business, the House 
shouted down an amendment by 
Representative Dingell (Dem.), 
Michigan, calling for a study of the 
price spread in meats. 

Dingell, who comes, from De- 
troit wheer housewives are striking 
against high meat prices, said the 
amendment was intended only to 
insure that the meat situation 
would receive adequate attention. 

Chairman O’Connor of the House 
Rules Committee said it was hoped 
the commission will “first take up 
the price of meat, about which 
there is so much agitation.” 

The resolution authorizes a $150,- 
000 appropriation for the inquiry. 
The commission would be told ,to 
hand Congress Jan. 1 an interim 
report on its progress and on July 
1 a final report embracing recom- 
mendations. 


CITY IS SUED FOR $2030 
BY COAL FIRM OVER CONTRACT 


Action Is Result of Refusal to Pay 
Higher Price Than Stip- 
ulated Figure. 

Refusal of city officials to pay 
the St. Louis & O’Fallon Coal Co. 
a higher price for coal than that 
stipulated in a contract, was\made 
the basis of suit for $2030 filed 
yesterday by the concern in. Cir- 
cuit Court, alleging it is entitled to 
the increased price by virtue of a 
clause in the contract that the 
price could be increased to balance 
any increase in wages to coal com- 
pany employes. 

Filing of the suit followed deci- 
sion of Budget Director Meyers, 
Agsociate City Counselor Senti and 
Comptroller Nolte that the city 
should not pay more than the con- 
tract price of the coal without court 
decision, in view of the fact that 
the alleged wage increase to em- 
ployes was predicated on a short- 
ening of hours under NRA, later 
held unconstitutional. Under NRA 
regulation, the working hours at 
the coal company were decreased 
from eight to seven a day without 
corresponding reduction in wages. 

Five other coal contractors have 
similar claims for varying amounts 
against the city.

THE COTTON SITUATION. _— | 

With presidential approval, the AAA eee 
nounced it will lend 9 cents a pound on the 
36 cotton crop, aa against 12.cents on the 1934-35 
crop. A concession, however, was made to the ad- 
yoeates of a higher loan figure by lowering the stan- 
dards of cotton eligible for loans. Last year, loans 
were made on seven-eighths-inch middling cotton oF 
better; this year, the minimum is thirteen-six- 
teenths-inch low middling cotton. It is estimated 
this reduction will permit loans on about 200,000 
bales more than last year. 

One of the immediate effects of the announcement 
was an indignant outburst from Southern Senators. 
Senator Byrnes of South Carolina proposes to cir- 
cumvent the AAA action by an amendment to the 
third deficiency bill directing the Commodity Credit 
Corporation, through which the loans are made, to 
advance farmers 12 cents a pound. Senator George 
of Georgia accuses Messrs. Roosevelt and Wallace of 
yielding to the demands of shippers and shipping in- 
terests. Senator Bankhead echoes that sentiment. 
Another immediate effect was a large drop in the 
quotations on cotton futures. A third and most 
significant one was frenzied buying by represen- 
tatives of Japanese and British textile manufac- 
turers. 

The crop loan program, begun in the fall of 1933, 
is designed to prevent the depression of cotton prices : 
by enforced marketing on the part of. farmers who 
find themselves unable to hold out for better prices. 
Under it, the farmer borrows money on his crop and 
then waits for an advantageous moment to market 
it. If he obtains a price higher than the loan, he re- 
imburses the Government, pockets his profit and the 
transaction is completed. If he cannot obtain such 
a price, the Government keeps the cotton and the 
farmer’s obligation is discharged. 

In 1933-34, during a period of rising cotton prices, 
the Government lent $99,498,491, at the rate of 10 
cents a pound, Of this figure, only $326,078 remains un- 
paid, meaning that farmers were able, by and large, 
to market their cotton advantageously. The reverse 
was true of the 1934-35 crop, on which $237,982,786 
was borrowed, at the rate of 12 cents a pound. Only 
$3,338,021 of this sum has been repaid, meaning that 
the Government warehouses are stuffed with 3,846,- 
434 bales of cotton from that crop alone. Cotton 
prices declined from 13.27 cents per pound in August, 
1934, to 12.15 in July, 1935. 

In other words, the Government has guaranteed 
the cotton farmer a definite return. It is like guar- 
anteeing labor a minimum wage. If it continues 
the guarantee at a figure close to-or above the mar- 
ket price, it will soon find itself overburdened with 
cotton, just as the Farm Board found its granaries 
glutted with wheat. It is easy to see that this 
course may be disastrous not only to the Treasury, 
but to the cotton farmers themselves, because the 
Government-owned cotton is Bound to hang over the 
market like the sword of Damocles. 

In reducing the loan figure to 9 cents, Messrs. 
Roosevelt and Wallace are evidently trying to with- 
draw gradually from the cotton experiment, which 
the latter, at least, has always regarded as a neces- 
sary, but dangerous, stopgap in a great emergency. 
Mr. Wallace knows it has succeeded, in the past two 
years, in making the South comparatively prosper- 
ous, but he also knows that that prosperity may be 
likened to the deceptive flush on the cheeks of a 
fever patient. For, while the price of cotton has 
been artificially increased, the South is losing its 
foreign cotton market, which, in the past, has always 
absorbed the greater part of the annual crop. 

It is absurd to suppose that to maintain the Amer- 
ican price of cotton at a differential above the world 
price can be good for the South. In the long run, 
it spells ca':mity. Symptoms of that calamity are 
already abundant. Cotton production in Brazil, 
Egypt and other parts of the world has taken a 
sharp spurt since the AAA experiment. Cotton ma- 
chinery in England, historically a large user of 
American cotton, has been altered to handle the 
somewhat different fibers produced elsewhere than 
in the United States. These and other signs show 
that the foreign trade on which the South depends 
has been slipping away. 

The United States can never absorb the entire cot- 
ton production of the South, nor is there any crop 
the South can turn to that will take cotton’s place. 
It is, therefore, high time that the administration 
should take such steps as. will tend to recapture 
the lost foreign markets and to retain those which 
the South still holds. The 9-cent loan means a more 
or less free market. It means an approach to nor- 
mality. It means the administration is retreating 
from a policy ruinous in its ultimate possibilities. 

The Southern Senators who declaim against the ac- 
tion, in their eagerness for immediate gravy, are 
false to the long-run interests of their section. 
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A SATISFACTORY ARRANGEMENT. 

The Senate has approved the appointment of an 
additional Federal Judge for Missouri to serve in 
both the Eastern and Western districts. This is a 
satisfactory arrangement, one which should have the 
approval of the House. Creation of another judge- 
ship in the Kansas City district, as proposed by Sen- 
ator Truman, would have established a new Judge 
in a district which is so well up with its work that 
its Judges have time to help out elsewhere. Here 
in the more populous Eastern District, the dockets 
have been congested for a long time. Missouri needs 
not two more Federal Judges, but one more, free to 
serve where needed, and this is what the bill of Sen- 
ator Clark now provides. 
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JOHN G. WINANT—A GOOD SELECTION. 

President Roosevelt's appointment of former Gov. 
John G. Winant of New Hampshire, now assistant 
director of the International Labor Organization at 
Geneva, to be chairman of the new Soctal Security 
Board augurs well for the capable administration of 
the Social Security Act through which old-age pen- 
sion and unemployment insurance funds are to be 
built up. | 

As we said last week in connection with the Pres- 
ident’s approval of this legislation, grave doubts ex- 
ist as to the practicability of some of its provisions. 
Much will therefore depend upon the way in which 
the law is administered. Chairman Kennedy and his 
associates on the Security and Exchange Commission 
have shown how the wise administration of a law 
can dispel misgivings. 

The selection of Gov. Winant as head of the Se- 
curity Board is happy for a number of reasons. As 
a three-term Governor, he proved himself to be an 
administrator of vision and industry. Second, the 
security of the average citizen has been with him a 
special concern; under his leadership, New Hamp- 


sion in a practical way. Third, he is a Republican, 
prominent enough in the ranks of his party to be 
mentioned frequently as ¢ possible presidential 


nominee. 
The implication in this last fact—that partisan 


politics will be kept out of the administration of the 
act—is highly welcome.

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ST. LOUIS’ HIGH DEATH RATE. 
Two facts in the broad and detailed report of Dr. 
Joseph F. Bredeck, City Health Commissioner, stand 


out as provocative of serious thinking by St. Louis 


citizens and public officials. First, the St. Louis 
death rate for 1934—13.99 per 1000 population—was 
the second highest among the cities in its population 
group, those of 500,000 inhabitants or more. Second, 
the city’s expenditures on public health—53 cents per 
capita—ranked near the bottom among these cities. — 
Is there a connection between these two facts? 
Barring minor fluctuations, there must be, or public 
health efforts will have to be dismissed as useless. 
Dr. Bredeck is convinced that there is such a con- 
nection. He asserts his conviction in the significant 
phrase, “Health protection is purchasable.” For 
proof, he cites the figures for other cities in general, 
and specifically Detroit, whose death rate, 8.8 per 
thousand, is the smallest among the large cities 
and whose expenditure of 90 cents per capita for 
health protection is among the highest. 

St. Louis, meanwhile, had a total death rate in 
1934 that represented an increase over the 12.6 per 
100,000 of 1933 and the 13.2 of 1932. It had an in- 
fant death rate in 1934 of 61.4 per 1000 live births, 
surpassed only by Baltimore, with 65.3. St. Louis’ 
infant death rate was an increase over the 45.7 of 
1933 and the 53.8 of 1932. The local death rate from 
diphtheria, a preventable disease, was 4.51 per 100,- 
000, second only to Pittsburgh’s 5.4. 

Such facts and figures, and. Dr. Bredeck’s comment 
that “we seem to expect the health worker to delivér 
a $2,000,000 health protection service on less than 
half a million dollars,” should be objects of grave 
concern for St. Louis. The total expenditures by the 
City Health Division for the last fiscal year were 
$449,661. This, Dr. Bredeck says, is inadequate to 
provide sufficient public health nursing personnel, 
for provision of important infant, child and maternal 
health service. It would be far better for the city to 
economize in other fields than to see this shocking 
record of public health continue.

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WE SING A REPORTER. 

Meet Francis Stephenson, the White House cor- 
respondent of the Associated Press. 

Lobbyist Bernard Robinson of Associated Gas & 
Electric is an engaging fellow. Our correspondent 
describes him as boyish,.affable, with an ingratiating 
personality. What is more important, he was fully 
equipped, in the fight against the holding company 
bill, with the means of making his personality felt. 
He had two large cars and a small one, a generous 
supply of liquor, an unlimited expense account. He 
entertained high officials of the Government. No 
visitor to his apartment—presidential secretary, Sen- 
ator or humble clerk—ever went away without a 
drink in he wanted one. 

A grand fellow, Barney. That was the word that 
went around Washington. “Meet you up in Barney’s 
room.” “We'll stop by Barney’s for a cocktail be- 
fore dinner.” That’s how it was. The story’s all 
there in Barney’s testimony before the Black com- 
mittee, some of it in terms, some between the lines. 

But about Francis Stephenson. The ingratiating 
Barney asked Stephenson to apprise him in advance 
of the contents of a radio speech that the President 
was to deliver. It would be a ten-strike for Barney 
if he could tell his employers that he had a pipe line 
into the White House via the Associated Press. 

But Francis Stephenson wouldn't tell him a thing. 
The lobbyist got the information he wanted, but he 
had to go elsewhere for it. 

There would be no point, ordinarily, in recounting 
an episode of this kind. Reporters every day and 
everywhere are being true to themselves and their 
craft. Honorable conduct, happily, is still not news, 
of the man-bites-dog variety, in the panorama of 
human life. Our only reason for singling out the 
failure of Lobbyist Robinson to get what he wanted 
from Reporter Stephenson is the heartening contrast 
it makes With the success of Lobbyist Robinson in 
other directions. 

Meet, therefore, a hard-boiled reporter, to whom 
it was all in the day’s work to give Lobbyist Robin- 
son a metaphorical kick in the slats. We don’t know 
what Stephenson said to him, but we doubt whether 
we could print it if we did.

MR. ROOSEVELT AND THE PENSION BILL. 

A purported description of what caused President 
Roosevelt to sign the Spanish-American War pension 
bill is given by Drew Pearson and Robert S. Allen 
in the Daily Washington Merry-Go-Round. They say 
that Mr. Roosevelt not only fully intended to veto 
the measure, but had even outlined the details of 
his message. “Then the political boys got his ear 
and talked cold turkey.” Mr. Roosevelt was told that 
the veterans were up in arms against him since the 
bonus veto; that the Rhode Island election was in 
part a demonstration of this fact: that a veto would 
unquestionably be overridden by Congress, to the fur- 
ther damage of the presidential prestige. After much 
talk of this kind, the President agreed to sign the bill. 

It is a logical tale. Never since the President was 
inaugurated has he performed a more complete flip- 
flop than he did on the Spanish War pension bill. 
That bill completed the wreckage of the President’s 
National Economy Act, passed at the outset of. his 
administration. It reversed his oft-repeated oppo- 
sition to the principle of the service pension. It 
flew in the face of everything he has said about the 
veterans’ question since March, 1933. It is inconceiy- 
able that the President has changed his mind on this 
subject. The only reasonable explanation is the one

The Problem of Neutrality 


problem of neutrality is this: How 

much are we going to insist. upon our 
right to do in time of war the things we 
have a right to do in time of peace? In ac- 
tual practice, because we are separated from 
Europe by an ocean and must ship our 
goods by sea, the problem of neutrality in a 
European war is bound to take this form: 
Shall we allow the belligerent with the 
stronger navy to regulate American trade in 
the war zone, or has American trade certain 
“neutral rights” which we are prepared to 
defend even if it means going to war with 
the stronger Power”? 

Consider, for example, the impending war 
between Italy and Ethiopia. Italy com- 
mands the seas and can, therefore. stop any 
shipments of goods to Ethiopia. If we ac- 
quiesce, we say in effect that whoever has 
the stronger navy may obtain American 
supplies. If we do not acquiesce, we would 
have to be prepared in the last analysis to 
go to war to break the Italian sea power. 

Now, suppose that Great Britain should 
go to war with Italy. Since Britain has the 
stronger navy, Britain would assume the 
right to say what may be shipped to Italy. 
Having acquiesced in Italy’s blockade of 
Ethiopia, would we then acquiesce in Brit- 
ain’s blockade of Italy? Or would we risk 
a war with Great Britain in order to pre- 
serve the right to trade with Italy?

This is very complicated, but the problem, 
though not the solution, becomes clear if we 
keep firmly in mind that the choice is be- 
tween (1) letting the stronger naval Power 
regulate maritime trade, and (2) challeng- 
ing the stronger naval Power in order to 
enforce “neutral rights.” 

This is an unpleasant dilemma. In a lit- 
tle and localized war, such as a war be- 
tween Italy and Ethiopia, it would, how- 
ever, present no very serious difficulties. 
There is no Ethiopian navy. No American 
shipment will be able to reach Ethiopia di- 
rectly, and Ethiopia will be unable to stop 
any American shipment to Italy. 

But in the large war that may develop 
out of this war, the difficulties would be 
formidable. Britain has no such absolute 
naval superiority over Italy as Italy has 
over Ethiopia. Therefore, Italy could attack 
trade with Britain while Britain was at- 
tempting to blockade Italy. This was pre- 
cisely what happened in the World War 
when the Germans used their submarines. 

Under such circumstances, it is hard to 
avoid being drawn into the quarrel. As long 
as one side is absolute master of the seas, 
it is easy to stay out of war by letting, that 
side regulate trade. A one-sided neutral 
trade can continue under the protection of 
the stronger naval Power. But if neither 
belligerent is absolute master, if contro! of 
the seas is in dispute, neutral trade has to 
run through the zone of fire. Then there is 
violence, lives are lost and the situation be- 
comes intolerable. 

A neutral policy which is not prepared to 
deal with this situation is an unrealistic 
policy. It meets the easy cases and evades 
the hard and dangerous ones. 

For a nation seeking to avoid any kind 
of diplomatic entanglement, there would 
seem to be only one logically consistent way 
to deal with the situation. It would be to 
take the position that all trade with bellig- 
erents is a private risk; in other words, that 
the flag does not protect trade with nations 
at war. This is a nevereey principle in 


the United States, though it is in fact the 
principle by which the Scandinavian coun- 
tries, Holland and Switzerland maintain 
their neutrality. They simply do not at- 
tempt, except by words, to defend “neutral 
rights.” It is the only neutral policy which 
is reasonably certain to keep a nation out 
of war under almost all conditions. 

But even this policy is not a simple one 
for a country like the United States. For 
the question will inevitably arise as to 
whether we should protect trade between 
America and some other neutral as against 
the claim of a belligerent that the goods are 
going to be reshipped to his enemy. Thus, 
if we renounce the “neutral rights” to trade 
with Ethiopia, what would we do about our 
right to trade with Egypt when Italy 
stopped it on the ground that the goods 
were going to Ethiopia? The only complete 
solution of this problem would be to re- 
nounce the defense of neutral trade rights 
in the whole European and African world.

A policy of this sort would never be popu- 
lar. It would mean the destruction or the 
disorganization, not merely of war trade, but 
of perfectly normal trade. The worst as- 
pect of it is, however, that a great Power 
which so completely renounces its rights 
would be regarded, the world being what it 
is, as so utterly pacific that anyone could 
safely injure it or dishonor it. Someone 
would sooner or later carry insult too far. 
and then suddenly the nation would throw 
off its pacifism and strike out violently to 
avenge its honor and restore its pride. 

Yet so long as our supreme purpose is to 
stay out of wars rather than to prevent 
them, it is on these lines that a policy will 
have to be framed. The practical question 
is: How much of the system of neutral 
rights has to be renounced in order to avoid 
trouble? Congress seems to think that if 
we give up shipping munitions and stay off 
the ships of belligerents, that is all we shall 
have to renounce. But it would soon be 
plain in the event of an important war that 
no line can be drawn between munitions 
and raw materials or food, and that the 
most dangerous entanglement has not been 
avoided by a mere munitions embargo. 

* * + 


A policy of withholding protection from 
trade with belligerents would work out 
curiously in Europe. It would enable the 
League Powers, that is, Britain and France, 
to use the League’s machinery without inter- 
ference by the United States. It would be 
a left-handed way of co-operating with 
them, by removing the obligation to inter- 
fere with them. They are the stronger 
naval Powers. If they decided to blockade 
an aggressor, the fact that we were not en- 
forcing neutral rights would enable them to 
obtain American supplies and to withhold 
them from the “outlaw” nation. 

It may be, therefore, that those who wish 
to preserve neutrality by avoiding entangle- 
ments and those who wish to preserve it by 
encouraging the League to prevent war 
could find common ground in the principle 
that*America would not fight to protect its 
trade with nations that are at war. In Eu- 
ropean wars, at least, such a policy would 
probably tend to support the League Powers. 
with a minimum of entanglement for this 
country. How it would work in Asia or in 
South America might be a very different 
matter.

Too Much Fuss. 


Now, I am not one of those who 
thinks that the little fellow should 
be overhauled like an automobile 
about to take a journey, before go- 
ing to school, If he is plainly 
healthy, with a wholesome mind 
and understanding, delighting in 
play and activity, I certainly do not 
think it is necessary to send him 
to a jury of specialists in dentistry, 
and nose and throating, and heart 
and lungsery, and eyes and earsery, 
and everything eise. Lots of us 
went to school before the word “or- 
thodontia” was invented, and some 
of us did very well. Not that these 
fellows are not useful in their place 
and when their time comes—but it 
seems to me sometimes we fuss 
too much with the machine. 

But there are some things I think 
most evidently should be remem- 
bered for the little fellow before he 
starts his first day in school. Your 
family physician will give you all 
the advice you need about special 
treatments. 


Eyes and Ears. 


First, let's be sure he can see and 
hear well. He has never had these 
senses réally tested in his baby days. 
No one would notice if he were near- 
sighted: he himself would not know 
what it means. Now he has to hear 
questions distinctly and begin to de- 
cipher letters and words. Perhaps 
he has a slight eye defect or is just 
a little under normal in hearing. 
And he might go and fall behind in 
classes and nobody understand why, 
with his bright, eager brain. 

Then, let us remember his many 
new human contacts. He has been 
comparatively alone, up to now. Sud- 
denly he is thrown with several 
hundred children. Some of them 
may be just coming down with a 
contagious disease. Some come from 
households where there has been 
diphtheria—they may, all unwitting- 
ly, so far as they or their parents 
are concerned, be carrying around 
some of the germs in their own 
mouths or throats. So let us im- 
munize the little fellow to diphthe- 
ria, typhoid fever and smallpox, per- 
haps whooping cough, before we 
send him off. 

We will discuss details in the fol- 
lowing articles this week.

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Stamp Issues 


By Nations in 
Latin America 


Brazil, Chile and Costa Rica 
Print New Commemora- 


tives. 


HREE Latin American coun- 
tries are issuing commemore- 
tive stamps for various occa- 
sions. A set issued by Costa Rica 
in commemoration of the 300th an- 
niversary of the Virgin of Los An- 
geles, in Cartago City, consists of 
five denominations in three de- 
signs. 

The Se green and the 30c orange 
pictures by air the City of Cartago, 
the site of this famous sanctuary. 
The 10c carmine rose and 50 black 
pictures the sacred relic in the 
center panel, a view of the city 


in 1635 in the left panel and in 
the right panel the City Cartago 
in 1935. The 45c brown black 
shows a representation of the glori- 
fied Virgin approaching along a 
road, 

These stamps were on sale for 
only three days, after which they 
were turned over to the Archbishop 
of San Jose for resale. There were 
250,000 of the Sc issued, 250,000 of 
the 10c, 200,000 of the 30c, 150,000 
of the 45c and 100,000 of the 50c. 

The 400th anniversary of the de- 
parture of the Spanish Conquista- 
dor, Diego de Almagro from Cuzco, 
Peru, will be commemorated by 
Chile. This expedition led to the 
conquest of Chile and the found- 
ing of Santiago. These stamps will 
be on sale for three months, dur- 
ing which period the current issue 
will be suspended. 

The designs will picture’ the 
progress of the expedition and also 
the modern progress of Chile. The 
values and quantities of each to 
be printed are of the 5c 1,500,000, 
of the 10c 4,500,000, of the 20c 
4,500,000, of the 25c 100,000, of the 
30c 5,000,000, of the 40c 100,000, of 
the 50c 400,000, of the 1 peso 300,- 
000, of the 1 peso 20c 200,000, of 
the 2 peso 100,000, of the 5 peso 
50,000 and of the 10 peso 50,000. 

Two stamps will be issued by 
Brazil to commemorate the 400th 
anniversary of the founding of the 
governorship of the State of Per- 
nambuco. The stamps will portray 
the original city of Pernambuco. 
The values and colors will be 200 
reis purple and yellow brown and 
300 reis violet and gray black.

Items of Interest. 

The International Philatelic Exhi- 
bition, the largest of the year, will 
be held early next spring in New 


York. Great Britain will have this 
exhibition in London in 1940, at 
the same time celebrating the cen- 
tenary of the first postage stamp, 
incidentally issued by England. 

The Canadian Postal Administra- 
tion will apply an official cachet 
for a new air route which will be 
in operation Sept. 1, between Fort 
Chipewyan and _ Goldfields. A 
cachet will be provided for each 
direction. Send self-addressed en- 
velopes sealed and stuffed with a 
postal money order for 6 cents for 
each ounce of the envelope. en- 
closed, to the District Superintend- 
ent of Postal Service, Edmonton, 
Alberta.

AUSTRIA—The recent 6gr blue 
has been re-engraved this time with 
a pair of ears which were minus 
on the original stamp.

ROADWAY, where Will Rogers 
was as familiar as he was in 
Hollywood, best remembers him 
in his Ziegfeld “Follies” days. He 
was a personal as well as profes- 
sional phenomenon to the “hard- 
ened artery.” 

Single, good-looking despite his 
ranch mannerisms of dress and 
carriage, prosperous (he was in 
four figures weekly from the start 
of his engagements with Ziegfeld) 
and easy of approach and easily 
approached, he was no more 4 
member of the glamorous nightlife 
of New York’s most brilliant era 
than a New Jersey commuter who 
never missed his 5:14. 


He was the star*on the New 
Amsterdam roof, the most sophis- 
ticated rendezvous in American 
history, where cavorted the scant- 
ily draped pick of the glorified 
dazzlers, where gathered’ the 
cream of the metropolitan spend- 
ers, and all these idolized and 
pampered the nimble-witted cow- 
boy whose whimsical quips and ef- 
fulgent smile and intimate person- 
ality won him the town. 


When he wasn’t working, Will 
was in retreat. Not that he was 
a recluse at all, but he shunned 
the gay places as a “customer,” 
the word he always used in refer- 
ring to paying patrons. For a

The “Follies” was always in ex- 
cellent taste, but it was high-spir- 
ited and at times spicy, yet Will 
never delivered a naughty line or 
worked in such situations as were 
often found in what the trade called 
“blackouts” in the smart revues.

Anecdotes about his generosity, 
modesty and simplicity might be 
multiplied and repeated ad infin- 
itum. His ready wit fitted all situa- 
tions and occasions, his big heart 
comprehended them all. But one, 
never before written may serve as 
a closing to this series: 


On the morning of Jan. 1, 1934, I 
was in Los Angeles, assigned to re- 
port the football game on that afte-- 
noon at the Rose Bowl between 
Columbia and Stanford. Torrential 
rains had swept down upon the 
Southern coast. Landslides had 
swept trees and rocks into the road- 
ways. In the softer roads, cars 
were sunk down to their tops. 
Streets off the main arteries of 
Hollywood were waist-deep in 
water and shut off from traffic. 

New Year's eve, nevertheless, was 
reasonably gay. Many who might 
have gone home earlier, played out 
the night so that sun-up would help 
them make their return journeys in 
the light of dawn. But the dawn 
came up gray and foggy. 

My son and I had undertaken to 


drive some friends back to Malibu 
Beach. We turned into wide, splen- 
did Sunset boulevard. But when 
we reached the low portion near 
the Botanical Gardens and _ the 
polo field, we were warned that the 
street was inundated, and a Deputy 
Rangr suggested that the only 
way whereby we might get through 
would be to turn to the right, up 
the high road winding through the 
mountain foothills and rising a mile 
and a half. 


It was hard driving. We skidded 
and we skirted precarious ledges. 
Debris had been washed down and 
some of the rocks and chunks of 
earth were as high as our radiator- 
top. We crept and crawled and 
twisted and turned. As our head- 
lights, cut through the fog and the 
rain, at a curve leading to a bridge 
high in the canyon, they showed 
up the silhouette of a man. He 
wore a soggy old felt hat, a rain- 
coat, high rubber boots. In his 
hand, waving through the almost 
opaque weather, was a lantern. 

We pulled up. He sloshed over 
and shouted:
